preservation of the constitution served 
to bring about a comparatively peace­ 
ful situation here. 
The members ot 
the new- cabinet, of which Tewfik 
Pasha is the grand vizier, have been 
lm tailed in ortiee. 
The formation of the cabinet, a! 
though it Is not composed according 
to general expectations, lias greatly 
relieved the tension. 
The majority of 
the people passed a sleepless night, 
owing to the continued discharges ot 
musketry. 
Now the city Is quiet; the 
troops have returned to their barracks 
and the crowds in the Stamboul quar­ 
ter have retired to their homes. 
Confidence is gradually returning, 
although the military situation will re­ 
quire all the energies of the new gov­ 
ernment for its successful handling 
and the promulgation of wise m eas­ 
ures so that the army may be placed 
on a more satisfactory basis.

Gotch won

m inutes, IO second:J. 
The victory of 
the champion was regarded as all the 
more notable inasmuch as he did not 
use his famous toe hold in bringing 
about th e downfall of th e powerful 
foreigner. 
Gotch was able to secure 
alm ost any hold he desired, so limited 
appeared the T urk’s knowledge of the 
game. 
The match was fast and excit­ 
ing, however, throughout. 
It was full 
of action, dash and vim, but it was 
so short that there was not a single 
idle moment. 
A fter a conference lasting the groat- j 
^ r part of the day, Gotch and Mali- i 
m out finally settled the trouble which j 
threatened to arise over the fact that j 
the Bulgarian purposed to en ter the 
ring in his bare feet. 
For a tim e it 
appeared as though the hitch would 
result in the calling off of the cham- 
pionsttip' contest, but finally Mahmout 
agreed to forfeit $500 of his end of the 
purse to Gotch and enter th e ring in 
his bare feet. 
R ather than call off 
the m atch Gotch agreed to Mahmout’s 
proposal.

For the first three m inutes Gotch 
and M ahmout bulled it about the ring 
w ithout either getting a hold. 
Final­ 
ly Gotch secured a hold on M ahm out’s 
leg and threw him to th e m at. 
The 
A m erican champion w ent afte r the 
foreigner with greatest vim and the 
Bulgarian was responding with all 
the strength of his m agnificent phy­ 
sique. but he could not break Gotch’s 
hold. 
Mahmout 
bridged 
and 
used 
every artifice in his repertoire to fore­ 
stall the inevitable fall. It was a mag­ 
nificent test of strength. 
The cham­ 
pion, 
however, 
finally 
secured 
a 
crotch and half-Nelson and Referee 
Smith gave bim the fall in eight min­ 
utes. 
M ahmout’s 
shoulders 
were 
pinned to the m at for th e fi**st time 
since he has been in this country. 
A fter a little fiddling in the middle 
of the ring in the second bout the 
men mixed and Mahmout was success 
ful in getting Gotch down on the mat. 
Following a minute of sharp work 
Gotch wiggled out of the T u rk ’s hold 
and assum ed the aggressive. 
Gotch 
tried repeatedly for the deadly tee 
hold, but Mahmout fought h arder than 
before and the Am erican w as unable 
to secure it. 
Gotch secured several 
holds, but Mahmout wriggled out. The 
struggle wraxed fast and furious, with 
Mahmotft on the defensive all the 
time. 
Gotch secured the sam e hold that 
won the first fall for him —a crotch 
and half-Nelson. 
M ahmout fought to 
break his opponent’s hold, but it was 
of no avail. 
Despite th e T u rk ’s im­ 
m ense strength and ability he was 
pinned to the m at for the final fall in 
9 m inutes, IO seconds.

N either of these senators, 
it was apparent, could have obtained 
a m ajority of the Democrats for their 
proposition had a vote been taken. 
Only on one question was the con­ 
ference agreed and that was the in­ 
come 
tax 
am endm ent. 
No 
details 
were arranged in the program m e to 
fight for reductions in rates all along 
the line. 
T he conference 
was 
ad­ 
journed until Friday, as all of those 
present agreed th at they were not 
sufficiently acquainted with the bill 
to pass Judgm ent intelligently upon it. 
W hile the Democrats were in session 
notices of the meeting of the finance 
committee today were delivered to the 
minority m em bers of that com m ittee. 
In view of all the criticism s made 
of the tariff bill as amended by the 
finance com m ittee of the senate, p ar­ 
ticularly the observation th at the bill 
wil: not produce sufficient revenues 
for the country’s need, Senator Aid- 
rich will on Monday explain the reve­ 
nue features. 
As the Democrats will 
ask th at the bill lay over until Mon­ 
day, Mr. A ldrich does not intend to 
make his statem ent today, but will 
present a far more elaborate argum ent 
on Monday than he had intended.

Young Italian Shat Dead in Street 
Fight in Brooklyn. 
New York, April 15.—Andrew Gam- 
bino, a young Italian barber, who 
three years ago killed a man with two 
loads from a shotgun, was killed in 
a running battle with three country­ 
men through Brooklyn streets, while 
several thousand persons looked on. 
The Brooklyn branch of the Italian 
detective 
bureau 
credits 
Gambino 
with a conspicuous Black H and rec­ 
ord. 
Pietro Zarcone, a butcher, told the 
police th a t Gambino approached him 
and dem anded $50 under penalty of 
death. 
Gambino drew a pistol and 
the battle began. 
Zarcone was joined 
by two friends and all of them , fully 
armed, pursued Gambino, firing as 
they ran. 
Gambino as he fled em ptied 
his revolver twice at his pursuers 
during the four blocks of the chase 
and he dropped dead with seven bul­ 
lets in his body in front of his home 
in Fifth avenue. 
His young wife and 
a great crowd saw the three pursuers 
overtake him and beat his skull in 
with the b u tts of their revolvers. 
As a policem an broke through the 
crowd Zarcone’s two friends escaped. 
He was arrested. The crowd, m ad­ 
dened by th e assault on the dead body, 
tried to tak e Zarcone from the offi­ 
cers and for a moment it looked as if 
there would be a riot. 
But m ore po­ 
licemen quickly arrived and beat the 
crowd back and Zarcone was taken to 
the station. 


St. Paul, April 15.—After an hour 
or more of joking and amendments 
and an added half hour of serious talk, 
the house in com m ittee of the whole 
voted for the reapportionm ent bill 
drafted by tHfe house committee, and 
bearing L. H. Johnson’s name.

City of Mexico, April 15.— Accord­ 
ing to a dispatch just received In this \ 
city, the rioting which occurred at 
Velardena, the big coal mining camp 
In the state of Coahulla, Inst Satur- I 
day was more serious than at first re 
ported, thirty-two men being killed 
and many injured. 
The trouble was 
instigated by Father Ramon Valen­ 
zuela, the parish priest, it is asserted, 
who lies in a hospital hovering be 
tween life and death. 
Fourteen of 
the rioters have been summarily ox- 
ecuted by the government troops and 
many imprisoned. 
Many Americans 
reside In Velardena, the camp being 
controlled by American capital. 
The leaders of the mob, which was 
well 
organized, 
avoided 
attacking 
Americans or destroying American 
property. 
The fighting occurred when 
the jefe politico of the town, an offi 
cer corresponding to a mayor, at­ 
tempted to stop a religious proces­ 
sion headed by the village priest, the 
laws of Mexico forbidding such pa­ 
rados. 
A thousand parishioners fol­ 
lowed the priest, wishing to witness 
the annual burning of Judas, and 
when the orders of the town execu­ 
tive became known, the mob, becom 
j ing enraged, stoned and later burned 
the house of the Jefe. That official 
and his wife escaped by climbing a 
roar wail and seeking protection in 
the homes of the American colony. 
The rioters then stormed a Chinese 
hotel, looting it of all liquors and 
foods and terrorizing the neighbor­ 
hood during the night by their drunk 
en orgy. 
The police force, in an ef­ 
fort to restore order, fired on the mob, 
many of the members of which were 
well armed. 
The officers, however, 
were forced to retreat, leaving six of 
their number dead in the main street 
of the town. 
Later troops arrived on a special 
train and a short but fierce fight be­ 
tween the troops and rioters ensued. 
There were thirty-two deaths and 
a number injured. 
Father Valenzuela 
was arrested. 
One of his followers 
succeeded in smuggling in a knife to 
his cell and the priest stabbed him
